GERMANY AND ITALY are reported 
now to have a fleet of 300 fast, long range 
U-boats, one-third of which are constantly 
at sea. 
How many of these the Allies sink 
is not revealed due to the policy of trying 
to keep the Axis in doubt as to its own 
losses. 
But Germany is alleged to be re­ 
placing looses at the rate of seventeen to 
twenty-five new submarines a month 
It is undisputed that the submarines 
are having some success on the supply lines 
to North Africa and Russia. 
It is Hitler's 
hope to reduce the supplies going there and 
to discourage the opening of any new 
Allied fronts. Nazi submarine bases on the 
European coast are now well fortified and 
are reported to be less susceptible to bomb­ 
ing than formerly. 
But there are well defined indications 
that the Allies are pulling out ahead of the 
submarines. 
Cargo vessel sinkings have 
fallen behind the 1942 rate of construction, 
which

10,000.000 
tons.

America alone plans to build at least 16- 
000 000 tons. 
In addition, 
America 
and 
Britain are turning out thousands of con­ 
voy vessels, patrol planes, blimps, mines 
and other devices designed to defeat sub­ 
marines. 
Every cargo vessel area is to be 
protected to the utmost, which will not 
only cut down losses but increase the dam­ 
age to Axis U-boats. 
America is building a fleet of sub­ 
marines larger than Germany's. 
It will be 
turned loose against Japan. 
Japan’s ship­ 
ping losses already are reported to be twice 
its rate of construction. 
As of today, the 
outlook for the Allies to defeat the sub­ 
marine is excellent 
Japan will be power­ 
less to combat the great American under­ 
seas armada when it sweep* into Japanese 
waters.

However, it will bt1 necessary for the physician to say if a private ambulance can be 
afforded. 
Completely equipped, the ambulance bears a stretcher, blankets, splints, 
heaters, a first aid kit and other em ergency medical equipment including the resusci­ 
tator shown in front of the running board. The ambulance is built so that the right 
side can be opened entirely free of obstructions for easy removal of the stretcher. The 
door frame, shown raised against the top of the car. is lowered into position before 
the doors are shut. 
At the front of the top of the ambulance is a siren red blinker 
light. 
The ambulance also is equipped with radio facilities for communication from 
the barracks.
